PROPOSED sites for the 
Bridport Waste Transfer 
Station have met with a 
mixed response as cam¬ 
paigners air their views 
ahead of public exhibi¬ 
tions. 

Symondsbury Parish 
Council has spoken out 
against proposed sites on 
the A35 claiming that ob¬ 
jections there would be 
“legion” in comparison to 
Gore Cross. 

Chiarman of the St An¬ 
drew’s Residents Associa¬ 
tion Simon Williams 
however, says that a station 
at Gore Cross would “stick 


out like a sore thumb” and 
that sites should be judged 
on planning issues not per¬ 
sonal grievances. 

A two-day public exhibi¬ 
tion will be held this week 
to gauge public opinion to 
the seven proposed sites 
before a final decision is 
made by the Dorset County 
Council’s cabinet. 

Ahead of these exhibi¬ 
tions Symondsbury Parish 
Council discussed the loca¬ 
tions in a meeting attended 
by county councillors Ge¬ 
offrey Brierley, Karl Wal-

■ WHAT aspects are you looking forward to in your 
up-coming trip to Cambodia? 

I can’t wait to start teaching the students. A friend at 
school and I teach a boy from Thailand for an hour every 
week and seeing him progress has been so rewarding - 
spending a whole year with these students, teaching in a 
real class environment is so exciting but also really 
frightening.

After I found out I was going to be living in Cambodia 
for a year I researched the country, read up on its history, 
its people and its landscape and, as cheesy as it may 
sound, I don’t think at the moment there’s a country I’d 
rather visit than the one I’m lucky enough to be living in 



next year. I would obviously still love to visit India some 
day and also Peru seems like an amazing country but I 
really think Cambodia seems incredible. 


■ IS there anything you will miss most during your 
volunteering gap year? 

My littlest sister is only five - IT1 really miss her and the 
rest of my family and friends. Although also I’ve decided 
to have my last meal before I leave as a Christmas dinner 
because I know I’ll miss not being here for Christmas.

I’ve accepted a place at UWIC to study Speech and Lan¬ 
guage Therapy so hopefully I’ll finish the four-year 
course as a qualified Speech Therapist.

I love relaxing with a book but 
mostly after I’ve tired myself out with something else. I 
can’t really laze out in the sun for too long with my skin, 
unless I‘m plastered with sun cream, because I burn, un¬ 
fortunately.

I love baking cheesecakes but it’s quite a lengthy process 
so I normally stick to cupcakes.

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Safer street crossing becomes a priority 


A COLLISION between a vulnerable person and a car has 
caused Bridport officials to speed up their actions to im¬ 
plement safety measures in the town. 

The collision near the Fisherman’s Arms Day Care Cen¬ 
tre has once again brought calls from police, councillors 
and care workers for a pedestrian crossing to be intro-

Town councillor censured 
over planning application

A BRIDPORT councillor 
and building contractor has 
been censured for taking 
advantage of his role to 
push through a planning 
application. 

District Councillor Mark 
Parsons was deemed to 
have tried to use his posi¬ 
tion for his own advantage 
after making a planning 
application for a property 
in West Bexington, of 
which he was not the 
owner. 

Councillor Parsons put 
forward the application in 
his name, on the under¬ 
standing that the owner 
would pay the application 
fee, in the hope of securing 
the building contract if 
planning were approved. 

Councillor Parsons did 
so knowing that the appli¬ 
cation would then go 
straight to the Develop¬ 


ment Control Committee 
of the WDDC bypassing 
delegated authorities. The 
application was also made 
in the knowledge that the 
owner had had similar pre¬ 
vious applications refused. 

The application was 
made in August last year 
and was refused in No¬ 
vember. 

West Dorset District 
Council’s Monitoring Of¬ 
ficer, Roger Greene, said: 
“Councillor Mark Parsons 
appeared before the Stan¬ 
dards Committee on April 
30th, following allegations 
that he had breached sec¬ 
tion six of West Dorset 
District Council’s Code of 
Conduct. This section 
deals with a councillor 
seeking to use their posi¬ 


tion as an elected member 
inappropriately to secure 
an advantage for them¬ 
selves or another person. 

“The complaint alleged 
that when applying for 
planning permission for a 
property in West Bexing¬ 
ton, Councillor Parsons 
was attempting to use his 
position as a councillor in¬ 
appropriately. 

“In this case, the com¬ 
mittee decided there had 
been a breach of the code 
and Councillor Parsons 
was dealt by way of cen¬ 
sure. “ 

Councillor Parsons com¬ 
mented: “I acted correctly 
as far as making an appli¬ 
cation to build is con¬ 
cerned. 

“It is very difficult when 
you are trying to perform

your duty as a councillor 
as well as run a business 
especially when that is a 
building business. 

“As far as I am con¬ 
cerned the matter is now 
done and dusted.” 

Councillor Parsons is 
now temporarily removing 
himself from the town 
council’s plans committee 
for unrelated issues. 

The town council will be 
considering its appoint¬ 
ments tomorrow (Thurs¬ 
day) evening.

lace and district councillor Gillian Summers. 

Chairman of the council, Amanda Streatfield said: 
“The council firmly believes that the sites are unsuitable 
for an Area of Outstanding Natural Beauty (AONB) at 
the gateway to Bridport, and because of the increased 
risk to traffic travelling onto and along the already dan¬ 
gerous stretch between Miles Cross and the Eype junc¬ 
tion on the A35.” 

Speaking after the meeting Symondsbury parish clerk 
David Wragg added: “A lot of people would like to see 
it end up at Gore Cross. From our point of view it is the 
most sensible place for it. 

“The disaster record on that road acts as a deterrent to 
local people. One of the Miles Cross sites is directly op¬ 
posite houses, it is a bad junction as it is and anybody 
taking rubbish into a site like that would be taking their 
life into their own hands. 

“A waste transfer station there would be highly visible 
and people don’t want to look at that when they come 
into the town. As and when a planning application is 
made our objections would be legion compared with 
Gore Cross.” 

Chairman of the St Andrew’s Residents Association 
Simon Williams has said that the proposed sites should 
be evaluated on planning issues, basing a decision on the 
policy of concealment, proximity to housing, govern¬ 
ment polices, planning history and planning gain. He 
added: “We are going to look at the exhibition before we 
make a decision and we will base our decision on plan¬ 
ning issues and not because it is in one backyard or an¬ 
other. 

“We all know the A35 is a dangerous road but a site 
here would mean an improved junction. I really don’t 
know why people are complaining about it. Why there 
has been this persistence on Gore Cross I don’t know. 
This is not a naturally wooded area and if they start stick¬ 
ing up trees to conceal it then it will stick out like a sore 
thumb.” 

Bridport Town Councillor Karl Wallace added: “It is 
very important that people attend the public consultation 
days to express their opinions to Dorset County Council 
about whether there should be a waste transfer station. 

“Whether you live in West Bay, Bradpole, Bridport or 


Symondsbury please come along and let your voice be 
heard. 

“If the current household waste centre in South Street 
does not get planning permission to remain where it is, 
then we need to have a temporary centre here in Brid¬ 
port. 

“The alternative is that the people of Bridport will end 
up having to travel a long distance to safely dispose of 
their waste, for up to three years, while we wait for the 
new waste transfer station. 

“I have real concerns that this may lead some people to 
dispose of their waste in an inappropriate manner, not to 
mention the environmental impact of people travelling 
much longer distances.” 

The public exhibitions will be at the Town Hall this Fri¬ 
day, May 21 st from 1 lam to 6pm and Saturday, May 22 nd 
from 9:30am to 12:30pm. 

Following the public consultation the seven shortlisted 
sites at Broomhills Farm; Eype Junction; Gore Cross - 
north of Watford Lane; Green Lane; Lilac Farm; Miles 
Cross 1 andMiles Cross 2, will be evaluated on a number 
of factors including transport infrastructure and access, 
flood risk, drainage and water quality, landscape charac¬ 
ter and visual impact, and the extent to which the land 
supports the area’s planning policies. 

The results of the assessment will be reported to the 
county council’s cabinet, who will then make the final 
decision about which site will go forward for a planning 
application. 



a 40 year-old day care centre user involved in the colli¬ 
sion. 

Vulnerable people and wheelchair users at the centre 
currently face up to a 15-minute diversion around the 
town to attend adult education classes in St Mary’s Hall 
on the opposite side of the road. 

Some service users at the centre also need to cross the 
road to get to work experience placements at the River¬ 
side Day Centre. 

Day service officer at the centre, Colleen Hammer, said: 
“The crossing is definitely needed; it’s been on the cards 
for some years. 

“I think the service users here will use it quite often as 
now they have to go up town across to the library then 
back to St Mary’s Hall which is quite a walk, especially 
in winter when its raining. 

“They do it at the moment because when we do the risk 
assessment we advise them to do the dog leg because 
there is no crossing, but most of the people are independ¬ 
ent in the community and so we only hope they carry out 
that safety advice when we are not there.” 

Bridport councillors heard the county highways and 
transport agency had asked the town council for recom¬ 
mendations over the proposed crossing. 

Town clerk Bob Gillis said at the plans meeting the ac¬ 
cident had sparked a reaction from the county highways 
transport department who would look at it if they had a 
request from the town council. 


Councillor Phil Lathey said it was not just about the 
crossing but the increased speed of traffic going down 
South Street, which added to the vulnerable people being 
at more risk. 

Councillor Maggie Ray said: “Because the road is so 
dangerous people cannot cross there. We have so many 
vulnerable people there and people will cross haphaz¬ 
ardly. The safety of Bridport people is a concern.” 

Bridport PC Scott McGregor said he would back safety 
measures if a survey confirmed a need for one. He said: 
“If the highways or council committee conduct a survey 
which looked at the impact a crossing would have in the 
whole area and on the safety of the public in that area and 
still felt a crossing was needed then I am for it.” 

■ A NEW crossing could cost up to £70,000 and 
would depend on a survey indicating the amount and 
type of traffic and pedestrians using a 50 metre area 
either side of the proposed site. 

Dorset County Council engineers would then deter¬ 
mine the most appropriate and safest measure, which 
could be nothing, or to provide a new state of the art 
puffin pedestrian crossing or a central refuge. 

Each site requires an individual solution, with re¬ 
quests placed on a prioritised list to determine how 
quickly they are implemented. Some can take years to 
be built.

THE WEST Bay play area 
finally opened last week 
after almost four years of 
hard work from Bridport 
teenagers.

Arthur Woodgate, creator 
of the Summentor Project, 
and founder and chairman 
of local charity BYPAT, 
which has continued to 
work with the young peo¬ 
ple towards achieving the 
play area, added: “After 
three years work, every¬ 
one’s feeling very good 
about having eventually 
got there, thanks to a town 
council that’s always ready 
to support the young peo¬ 


ple of our community and 
to work with them towards 
realising their aspirations, 
and thanks particularly to 
the unfaltering determina¬ 
tion of town surveyor, 
Daryl Chambers” 

The unique play area has 
been designed to reflect its 
setting on the Jurassic 
Coast and the area’s his¬ 
tory of rope making. The 
purpose built design, by 
local company Huck Play, 
is based on a “ship” 
wrecked on the rocks and 
broken into three pieces, 


with robust climbing struc¬ 
tures and swings. 

Councillor Maggie Ray 
has been part of the play 
area steering group, she 
said: “I think it is ab¬ 
solutely brilliant. The 
young people have been 
involved and have stuck 
with it for so long. 

“It shows great determi¬ 
nation from the young 
people and just shows that 
if you trust them then they 
will see it through and 
won’t let you down. 

“It took a long time to 
get through the planning 
phase but the actual project 
itself only took three 


months and that is a tribute 
to Daryl (Chambers) who 
really pushed it through, 
and even rolled his sleeves 
up and got involved with 
the installation. 

“Everyone who has seen 
it since has been aston¬ 
ished.”

It was business as usual for primary schools in Bridport 
last week despite other schools across the country boy¬ 
cotting exams for 11-year-olds. 

The Standard Assessment Tests (SATS), began on Mon¬ 
day and ran throughout the week. A number of schools 
nationally decided to shun the exams in protest against 
the way the results are used to collate league tables. 


Loders Primary School headteacher Mike Kite said: 
“Few headteachers oppose testing. It’s been a valuable, 
objective tool for as long as anyone can remember. The 
issue is with using test results to produce league tables, 
which rank schools irrespective of size, cohort differ¬ 
ences, catchment areas and their many other individual 
characteristics. It turns testing into a pointless competi¬ 


tion instead of a useful diagnostic process. 

“I note that a few schools elsewhere in the country are 
boycotting the SATs but testing their pupils using last 
year’s papers. How very sensible! They will have used a 
good assessment tool to aid accurate reporting without a 
silly fuss about their school’s perceived ‘reputation’.”

The Bucky-Doo puts to sea

HUNDREDS of people 
braved bad weather to wit¬ 
ness the historical launch 
of Bridport’s first gig boat. 
The boat was blessed by 
Bridport’s vicar The Rev¬ 
erend Peter Edwards and 
christened by the town’s 
Mayor, Councillor Martin 
Ray before being pushed 
down the West Bay slip¬ 
way for its maiden jour¬ 
ney. 

It marks the end of a 


year’s hard work by Brid- 
port Gig Club to launch 
the £13,500 fibreglass 
Bucky-Doo boat and the 
start of fundraising for a 
bespoke wooden racing 
gig- 

President of BGC, Mike 
Carter, said: “It’s good to 
introduce a community 
sport to West Bay because 


this coastline is a wonder¬ 
ful amenity; there’s lots of 
fishermen and private 
boats but no community 
activity in the sea. 

“It was a fantastic event, 
really well attended and is 
the product of a year’s 
hard work. Beyond this we 
want to build a racing gig 
and hope to be doing this 


again next spring. 

“It’s important to stress 
we still have to secure the 
funding to build a racing 
gig- 

“We’ve got established 
teams to both the west and 
east of us and its entirely 
appropriate that West Bay 
plugs the gap in between.” 

Mr Carter also voiced the 
hope of getting a Jurassic 
Coast competition going 
between Weymouth and 


Lyme Regis - both of 
whom showed support at 
the launch. 

The club now needs to 
raise £21, 000 for the boat 
and thousands more for 
other equipment including 
oars and trailer. 

The club needs to match 
fund a £10,000 grant from 
Sport England by August. 
They hope to hold a 
fundraising pledge auction 
later this year.

FIRST time buyers in 
Bridport flocked to a 
Magna Housing open day 
to find out more about the 
affordable homes being 
built at Dibdin View. 

The open day on Thurs¬ 
day of last week was at¬ 
tended by around 80 
people, with 38 of them 
registering a keen interest 
in the 17 shared ownership 
properties at the develop¬ 
ment at Flaxhayes, North 
Allington. 

Neil Allsopp, who is 
project manager for Char¬ 
ter SW Ltd, Magna’s de¬ 
velopment arm, said the 
event was busy throughout 
the afternoon. 

“We had considerable in¬ 
terest from local families 
and everyone wanted to 
know the process and what 
happens next.” 

Among those attending 
were Stephen Courtney 
and Geraldine Collins , 
from Bridport. Stephen is 
currently living with his 
mother and Geraldine is in 
private rented accommo¬ 
dation but the couple 
would like a home of their 
own. 

“We’ve got a mortgage 


in place and a healthy de¬ 
posit,” Stephen said, as he 
and Geraldine looked at 
the location plans. 

“We saw they were 
building up there but 
didn’t realise it was behind 
River Vale, and the houses 
look nice.” 

Local solicitors and inde¬ 
pendent financial advisors 
were on hand to give ad¬ 
vice, along with staff from 
West Dorset District 
Council and Magna. 

Work on the £8million 
project began in March 
and is due to be completed 
by the end of March 2011. 

Shared ownership homes 
at the development will be 
a mix of two and three 
bedroom houses with pri¬ 
ority given to buyers with 
Bridport connections. 

Potential shared owner¬ 
ship buyers are likely to 
acquire in the region of a 
40 per cent share of the 
property’s market value. 

All properties will be 
built to the Code for Sus¬ 
tainable Homes Level 4, 
which ensures that homes 
are built to be highly en¬ 
ergy efficient and with a 
high level of sustainability. 


All the people who reg¬ 
istered their interest on the 
day, plus those who were 
previously registered on 
the South West Homes 
‘Homebuy’ list, will re¬ 


ceive a letter giving them 
a formal opportunity to 
apply for one of these 
homes as the build pro¬ 
gramme progresses over 
the summer. 


Lights protest continues

DEMONSTRATIONS at 
traffic lights in Chideock 
are set to continue follow¬ 
ing meetings between 
protestors, politicians and 
police. 

Protest organiser Tony 
Fuller met with West 
Dorset MP Oliver Letwin 
on Friday morning of last 
week to discuss the issue 
affecting the village and 
then in the afternoon he 
met Bridport Police Ser¬ 
geant Jon Bleasdale. 

Mr Fuller is now hoping 
to tackle the pollution 
issue by fighting for the 
introduction of average 
speed cameras enforcing 
the 30mph speed limit be¬ 
tween the existing speed 
cameras. 

He said: “I do feel, and 
so does Mr Letwin, that a 
vehicle testing station will 
deter some of the traffic 
and arranging a link be¬ 


tween the speed cameras 
will also make the route 
less attractive. 

“I have proposed an al¬ 
ternative route along the 
A303 which will only add 
eight minutes to drivers’ 
journeys and hopefully 
they will adopt this in¬ 
stead.” 

He added: “The police 
told me they had taken the 
demonstration to the high¬ 
est level and could not 
find anything wrong with 
what we are doing. They 
have told us they will 
make someone available 
for each protest to protect 
us from any irate drivers.” 

A public meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the traffic problems 
will be held at the village 
hall this Friday (May 
21st) at 7pm.

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Civic inspiration from Bridport

N EW initiatives 
were at the fore¬ 
front of the civic 
walkabout as the Mayor 
Councillor Martin Ray 
showed off Bridport’s 
finest to Dorset’s leading 
dignitaries. 

A year’s worth of inno¬ 
vative initiatives were ad¬ 
mired and envied by 
mayors from other towns 
as the walkabout visited 
the Bridport Local Area 
Skills Training centre 
(BLAST), the new West 


Bay play area, St 
Michael’s Studios and the 
Community Orchard. 

The day began at the 
council offices in Mount- 
field where students from 
The Sir John Colfox 
School explained their new 
rights-respecting initiative 
based on Unicef’s Charter 
for the Rights of the Child.

where the new play area 
was opened. 

Lunch at The Bull Hotel 
was followed with a stroll 
to view Bridport’s street 
market before the visiting 
mayors got a chance to see 
the town’s thriving arts 
scene down at St Michael’s 
Studio. 

After a quick tour from 
artist Kit Glazier the group 
headed to Bridport’s Com¬ 
munity Orchard to see how 
the project there had devel¬ 
oped. 

Chair of the Community 
Orchard Group, Jill Lloyd, 
and committee member 
Gill Massey introduced the 
orchard before the mayors 
admired the new wildlife 
pond, which was recently 
“clay puddled” by local 
volunteers. 

The group then finished 
their day at Bridport Town 
Hall where town clerk Bob 
Gillis rounded off the 
walkabout by explaining 
the plans to revamp the 
town hall with a £600,000 
grant from the Heritage 
Lottery fund. 

Mayor Martin Ray said:

E PC’S came about as a result of the 
European Directive in the battle 
against climate change. Unfortunately 
due to the lack of understanding governing 
the process and the implementation that was 
put in place an EPC is regarded by various 
members of the public as being an unneces¬ 
sary evil and just another piece of red tape 
that we could do without. This could be no 
further from the truth and hopefully I will be 
able to clarify some relevant questions and 
shine a more positive light on the issue. 

For instance a residential EPC is valid 
from the date of issue for a period of ten 
years and at this point in time costs less than 
a colour television license which lasts for a 
period of one year? That is a very basic how¬ 
ever simple fact but there is a lot more to it 
than just the cost. 

An EPC actually brings out recommenda¬ 
tions to assist the property owner in ways to 
save on fuel bills and at the same time con¬ 
tribute in the battle against climate change. 
The recommendations are supported by new 
feed in tariffs which entitle the consumer to 
export generated renewable fuel back to the 


grid saving on costs and energy. With ever 
increasing fuel costs and the state of the cur¬ 
rent economy any means by which we can 
save money in the here and now has to be 
advantageous. 

More immediate cost effective solutions 
like switching to low energy light bulbs, im¬ 
proving loft and wall insulation or upgrading 
a boiler system are all highlighted in the end 
result depending on the utility usage in indi¬ 
vidual properties. 

There may be sceptics out there who con¬ 
demn the entire climate change hype but 
even they are keen to save money. 

Climate change is a fact and the EPC is a 
valuable tool in helping to reduce carbon 
emissions from buildings. Buildings are re¬ 
sponsible for 50% of the release of C02 
emissions into the atmosphere. By applying 
the EPC process we are able to measure the 
performance of buildings and in doing so not 
only are we able to implement measures but 
we are also helping to change the way in 
which new buildings are designed and con¬ 
structed to become environmentally friendly. 

The EPC process is applicable to residen¬ 


tial properties, commercial properties and 
public buildings owned by a local or govern¬ 
ment authority. In short just about any hab¬ 
itable building,with a number of exceptions, 
i.e. a place of worship, are suitable for an en¬ 
ergy performance assessment by a qualified 
and accredited assessor. I would urge the 
public to ensure that the person performing 
the assessment is recognised by a governing 
body and that they perform a professional 
service. I would encourage the public to ask 
questions of the assessor regarding the re¬ 
sultant rating on a property and by what 
means they could improve to save money on 
fuel costs. The assessor is actually there to 
help. 

The negative aspect of an EPC needs to be 
replaced by the positive and hopefully the 
public will realise the value of the process 
as we move ahead in the battle against cli¬ 
mate change. After all saving money, energy, 
contributing to a cleaner environment and 
helping to create a better future for our chil¬ 
dren must surely be a good thing.

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the 
throne, following the death of Charles II. He assem¬ 
bled an army in excess of 3,000 men and marched to 
Sedgemoor in Somerset. ^ 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than 'y 
a month. Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five ’ 

Judges came to Dorchester with the infamous I 
Judge Jeffreys, whose reputation was that of the | 
'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685, 312 cases were heard in the 1 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 
were executed, with 175 transported, 9 were 
fined or whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion 
- was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and impris¬ 
oned in theTower of London. He died in 1689 while 
awaiting trial, probably of natural causes.

B uilt in 1635, this Grade II listed building is 
one of the oldest in the town and was the 
Abbot's residence. It has been a tea room 
since 1902 and has been superbly and sympa¬ 
thetically renovated by the current owners, Derek 
and Deborah Dailey, including the refurbishment 
of the old gas lamps which still work. 

They also found a copy of the Abbot's Bible with 
a 15th century cover over a 12th century manu¬ 
script, lodged up the main chimney. 

Derek is a chef and prepares most of the food 
which he tries to source from local farms and pro¬ 
ducers in the country. All of the cakes and scones 
are baked fresh every morning, and they serve 
good, hearty breakfasts from 7.30am to 10.00am. 

As well as the traditional 'cream teas'there is al¬ 
ways homemade soup of the day, a wide selec¬ 
tion of sandwiches and hot baguettes and a daily 
'specials'board. 

The building is also a favourite for paranormal 
investigators and is said to be one of the most 
haunted places in England!

Conchords takes flight 


IF YOU'VE never seen comedy show Flight Of The Conchords (one of the 
highlights of the BBC Four schedule), you're definitely missing out. The 
HBO import ended last year after just two seasons, but the stars of the 
show are still going strong. 

The series follows New Zealand's "fourth most popular guitar-based digi- 
bongo-acapella-rap-funk-comedy-folk duo" on their journey trying to 
make it big in New York City. 

The pair comprises of two socially inept Kiwis, Jemaine and Bret, who 
struggle to find success with their music - and women - whilst in NYC. 

The wonderful area of characters also includes their hilariously incom¬ 
petent manager Murray, their lone, crazed fan (well, more like stalker) Mel, 
and their deluded friend Dave, who covers up the fact he still lives with 
his parents by passing them off as roommates. 

Of course, Jemaine and Bret are only playing fictionalised versions of 
themselves in the TV show, but this was the only version the crowd were 
interested in when the duo took to the stage at the Manchester Apollo on 
Saturday (May 9th). 

The two are in the UK playing songs from the TV series. These tunes are 
often built into the narrative structure of the show, sometimes being a 
part of an episode's plot. 

This might sound all a little, well, rubbish to the unconverted. But you 
need look no further for prove of how good this act is - and how funny 
their songs are - than noting how many venues they've sold out on this 
tour. 

The evening began with a stand-up routine by Eugene Mirman, who 
plays their Russian landlord in the show. But all the fans really wanted were 
the Conchords, and just before 9pm Bret and Jemaine came on stage 
(sporting cardboard box robot heads, naturally) to launch into comedy 
classic'Too Many Dicks On The Dancefloor.' 

The Mancunuan audience were up for a bit of banter. At one point some 
guy shouted out: "Get on with it, fishlips" to Jemaine. Fie came back with 
a great response, asking the heckler how he knew his lips were salty. 

The pair admitted Googling the city, with Jemaine asking the audience 
if they were "mad for it"as if he were Liam Gallagher. Bret showed just how 
much research they'd done by enquiring: "So, anyone been stabbed 
today? Anyone on the way to the show?" 

The two guitarists were joined by Nigel, supposedly one of only three 
members of the New Zealand Symphony Orchestra (the other two 
couldn't make it) to play additional instruments (i.e. cello and drums). 

The band played their set with much of the same quirky, bumbling 
charm and humour they project on the show, but it wasn't until the finale 
that the audience were rolling in the aisles. Just before last track'Bowie', 
the two literally ripped off their shirts and jeans (yes, they had velcro down 
the sides all along) to reveal glam rock era, sparkly jumpsuits! 

By the time the encore concluded with 'Sugalumps' - with Bret down in 
the audience bumping and grinding in the face of some unfortunate 
woman in the front row - I don't think anyone could laugh anymore if 
they'd tried. 

The Conchords as an act - like their comedy and their music - is either 
something you "get" or you "don't get". Now their series has come to an 
end, I'm not sure where the band goes next. The success of their live show 
is clearly off the back of the TV series - they are playing songs from their 
HBO show after all. 

Maybe a film, or a touring stage production that includes more charac¬ 
ters from the series? I just hope we haven't seen the last of this pair. They 
are New Zealand's fourth most popular comedy folk duo after all!

CONTROVERSIAL 80s pop star Boy George has slammed the BBC's recent 
biopic, Worried About The Boy. 

He posted on Twitter during the show's broadcast claiming that it was "badly 
written". 

George added the drama, which told the story of his early career and the for¬ 
mation of Culture Club, was "beautifully shot & styled but badly written, it lacks 
heart and soul!

REVIEW LYME BAY CHORALE WITH 
MUSICAL DIRECTOR ALEX DAVIES 
AND ORGANIST GREG MORRIS 


LYME Bay Chorale, under Alex Davies' mas¬ 
terly direction, and magnificently sup¬ 
ported by organist Greg Morris, provided a 
rich, varied evening of musical entertain¬ 
ment with a well- thought-out programme. 

The concert began with a warm and pow¬ 
erful opening of Haydn's Insane et vanae 
curae, which demonstrated the choir's 
clear, focused vocal blend. There was mel¬ 
lifluous interweaving of the soprano and 
alto parts in the second section, and a 
lovely dramatic contrast was achieved. 

This was followed by Kodaly's Laudes Or¬ 
ganic particularly challenging piece which 
the choir delivered with a good strong 
start, although a few hesitant moments fol¬ 
lowed, suggesting that on this occasion 
they did not feel so musically secure. My 
compliments to the soprano section for 
maintaining a confident, clear line through¬ 
out, rising with ease to a bell-like top C in 
the final bars. 

Greg Morris's organ solo, Prelude and 
Fugue in C by Bach was an absolute revela¬ 
tion, played on the new Skrabl organ. 

The choir returned with music of excep¬ 
tional beauty, Brahms' How Lovely Are Thy 
Dwellings, which they once again sung 
with musical phrasing and a sweet, clear 
vocal blend, though slightly lacking in the 


dramatic intensity that the original German 
lends the piece - maybe a new challenge 
for the future! 

Lyme Bay Chorale are not only sweet¬ 
voiced, they also proved to be a friendly, 
warm bunch of people, providing canapes 
and wine during the interval - what a treat! 

Part two brought the world premiere per¬ 
formance of Great is the Lord, Psalm 48 
written for the choir by one of its members, 
Peter Milmer. This was a bold and exciting 
piece of music, sung with great confidence 
and obvious enjoyment by all choir mem¬ 
bers. Soloists Peter and Susie Milmer sang 
with gentle clarity. 

Lotti's Crucifixus, a piece I am not familiar 
with, was sung convincingly and beauti¬ 
fully. It was very moving and I would like to 
hear it again. 

My congratulations go to the choir for at¬ 
tempting to sing in the original Russian one 
of my favourite pieces of vocal music, Bo- 
goroditsye Dyevo (Ave Maria) by Rach¬ 
maninov. It is difficult for English singers to 
achieve the rich colour of the Russian 
sound; a little more understanding of the 
use of consonants in the language would 
help to produce the warm timbre required. 
Nevertheless, it was sung with tuneful 
serenity. 

Greg Morris was back 
with another virtuoso solo, 
Lied & Carillon from 24 
Pieces en style libre by 
Louis Vierne, which was 
greeted enthusiastically by 
the audience. 

The final piece, Haydn'sTe 
Deum was an uplifting end 
to the evening. 

My thanks to Alex Davies, 
Greg Morris and all the 
singers of the Lyme Bay 
Chorale for providing such 
an enjoyable evening.
